Claims 1,3, 
6-15, 17-23, 25 and 27-31 are now pending.

2. The rejection of claims 1,3,6-15 and 17-22 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, 
has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 3, 6-9, 1 1-15, 17, 19-23 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) has 
been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment. 

4. The rejection of claims 10, 18 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
the claims have been withdrawn as noted above.

6. Claims 1, 3, 6-15, 17-23, 25 and 27-31 are allowed.

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the arrangements recited 
in independent claims 1,15 and 23, identifying a constraint and a construct for a string received 
or entered in an interactive environment, saving information or metadata that correlates the 
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constraint with the construct, and executing the string in the interactive environment by 
executing a cmdlet included in the string and applying the constraint to the construct based on 
the metadata, wherein the cmdlet shares with one or more other cmdlets a directive function 
provided by an administrative tool framework, such as reflected in Applicant's arguments (see 
Applicant's remarks, pages 11-17).
